The president's message, which accom- 


panied the report of the Maine disaster, 
was received in a quiet way that once 
more proved the dignity of the American 
people. There was no debate on it before 
it was referred to the proper committee 
to make the work on the matter as quick 
as possible. 


The message was sent immediately 


after the assembling. It was brief and 
was virtually a review of the incidents at- 
tending the sending of tke Maine to 
Havana, her reception there, and the 
incidents attending her destruction. De- 
tails were given of the organization of 
the court of inquiry, its work and the 
final report. 


The message concluded as follows: "I 


have directed that the finding of the 
court of inquiry and the views of this 
government ihereon be communicated to 
the government of Her Majesty, the 
Queen Regent, and I do not permit myself 
to doubt that the sense of justice of the 
8pa«ish nation will dictate a course of 
action suggested by honor and the 
friendly relations of the two governments.

The normal temperature of the large 


forward magazines at 8 o'clock, only an 
hour and 40 minutes before- the ex- 
plosion, disposes of the question of acci- 
dental combustion within these maga-j 
Bines. While the court holds that thes* 
magazines did not explode from in- 
ternal causes, they nevertheless aro of 
the opinion that the explosion of the 
Wine under the port side of the ship 
caused the explosion of the two maga- 
femes 


This will explain the remarkable de- 


•truction wrought, the explosion thus 
being shown to have combined the force 
of a mine without and two magazines 
within. The two explosions which the 
court finds to have occurred, with a vqry 
ehort interval between them, are an ad- 
ditional detail, showing that two forces 
operated in causing: the destruction. The 
finding that the ship lifted on the first 
explosion Indicates an external source, 
and one of tremendous power to be able 
to lift a battleship of thousands of tons. 
The character of the wreckage sustains 
the view taken by some experts shortly 
after the disaster that the force of the 
explosion UM exerted from port to star- 
board.

WHY COLONEL BENSON SOURED ON 


HUMANITARIAN SCHEMES. 


He Aimed to Perform a Great Service For 


Mankind and to Blovata the Standard 
Of MoiQultonood, but tuo Bcaitj Didn't* 
Appreciate; His Gold Care. 


Colouul Benson shifted his feet on the 


table. "Yes, "he said, "I have had my 
share of unusual experiences. About a 
year ago I was glancing througfi a scien- 
tific journal when n little Horn tucked 
away in tho corner of a page caught my 
eye. It was headed llko this: 


'' 'Intoxication Among Insects—Tbe 


Mosquito Follows Man's Example.' The 
paragraph wont on to say tliut the nnturnl 
food of the mosquito contests of \\.rioua 
vegetable substances found 
in bark, 


mobsos, oto. 
The habit of consuming hu- 


man blood, it was said, is an acquired 
tahte of the Mosquito, similar to the taste 
for alcoholic drinks ninong men. The 
Uiosquito gats intoxicated with blood, and 
after ho has thoroughly gorgud himself 
ilaath ensues. Thus tho parallel between 
tho insoots and the human raoo is carried 
out. 


"You may bo surprised to know, gen- 


tlemen, that I enw tho possibilities of a 
groat enterprise in that littlo statement. 
My reasoning was as follows: It is a well 
known faob that tho appetite for liquor 
can bo entirely overcome in tho average 
human being by the use o' certain prepa- 
rations of bichloride of gold. Wo have then 
two facts—first, tho appetite of tho drunk- 
ard for liquor t.nd the thirst of tho mos- 
quito for blood are practically identical; 
second, the desire for liquor can be cured 
by a simple hypodermic treatment. Ergo, 
you have only to discover a preparation 
which will produce a similar result in the 
mosquito and you have freed the human 
race from onaof its chief sources of annoy- 
ance. 


'•You can Imagine my joy when this 


grand idea first flashed upon me. I saw 
myself hailed as a universal benefactor. 
Banquets would be spread in my honor, 
medals would decorate my breast, my po- 
sition in life would be assured. I figured 
that summer hotel proprietors alone would 
yield me an independent income. 


"There wero many difficulties to be sur- 


mounted, however. My first step was to 
gather a fine collection of the insects. 
They were in all stages of the blood drink- 
ing habit, from those who had but tasted 
their first drop to the old rounders who 
were tottering to a besotted end. An ex- 
pert chemist and a well known naturalist, 
whom I had interested in my sohcruo, then 
began experiments upon these sample 
mosquitoes. It seemed a long time to me, 
impatient as I was, but in reality less 
than a month passed before my assistants 
had discovered a solution which produced 
the desired effect. 
Indeed^ the cure 


brought about such a complete change in 
the character of tha insects that they 
would eat their natural food from the 
palms of our hands, without ever attempt- 
ing to molest us. 


"Then camo the practical application, of 


the cure on a large scale. While my sci- 
entific friends had been searching for the 
cure which was to work such wonders I 
had carefully evolved a plan for putting it 
in operation.

Having thus 
obliterated the hereditary tendency to in- 
temperance, I counted on the speedy re- 
generation of the mosquito, race. 
"lean see by your expression, gentle- 


men, that yon have been interested in the 
recital of my hopes and aspirations. You 
will undoubtedly sympathize with me 
when I tell yon of their downfall. I began 
operations on a small scale in a lonely part 
of New Jersey, whero I could ba safe from 
intrusion. For a few clays all w%nt well. 
Mosquitoes came in swarms, attracted by 
my bait. The effect of tho cure was at once 
apparent. The future seemed very bright. 
But alas for my hopes! When success 
seemed almost within my grasp, a slight 
error in our calculations served to ruin the 
entire scheme. We had simply failed to 
consider the Infernal cleverness of the mos- 
quitoes. The little beasts didn't want to 
be cured. Like too many of their human 
prototypes, they actually preferred to con- 
tinue in the barbarous customs of their 
ancestors rather than accept the blessings 
of a sober and temperate life. Those who 
had been cured told their friends about it, 
and the swarms that had surrounded our 
'asylum1 dwindled to a beggarly number. 
To add to our discomfiture, the people who 
bad come out from the city and wer« get- 
ting their board free at our hotel begat: to 
kick about the butter, the lack of scenery 
and the bad water.

SOME POINTS ABOUT JOHN P. HOL- 


LAND, THE SUBMARINE BOAT MAN. 


H« IS *** Mots BT»B Tempered Cha» 


Alive, rad •!• iwiU Is Xver Present. 
His Btntfy of tlw Forpoii»— The World 
mod Journal W**. 
_ 


YOBX, March £8.— [Special. ]— To 


those who expect msn who do impressive 
things to be of impnssive personal appear- 
ance John P. Holland, designer of the 
submarine boat which bears his name, 
would be a disappointment on first view. 


He is of slight build, weighing not an 


ounce more than 195 pounds, his dress Is 
modest, his manner is quiet, and bis gen- 
eral make up is much like that of a fairly 
successful business man in a small way. 


His face is of a decidedly intellectual 


type, however, the forehead being unusu- 
ally high and the features clean out. His 
blue eyes ore shaded by gold bowed spec- 
tacles, and his hair is habitually brushed 
back. His talk is animated, and his voice 
is pleasant. In conversation on ordinary 
topics be is inclined to be reserved, even to 
reticence; but onoe get him started on tbe 
subject of submarine navigation and he is 
fluent even to oloquonee. 


He «tndled the Porpolio. 


Mr. Holland is under 40 and of Irish 


birth. Be came to America when only a 
child and became interacted In underwater 
boating while yet in his teens through 
the rather clumsy experiments made soon 
after tbe close of the eivil war. The fail- 
ure of The Intelligent Whale at the Brook- 
lyn navy yard caused him' to go to nature 
for a model, and this be found in the por- 
poise, an animal that, like tbe Holland 
boat, is fitted to swim both on and below 
the surface of tho water. His studies of 
the porpdise led him to experiment with 
little boats built with his own bands along 
porpoisiao lines, and if the present craft 
shall finally prove to be of practical value 
ito sueoess will no doubt be largely due to 
the detail and faithfulness of those early 
studies. 


After reaching man's estate he became a 


schoolteacher in Paterson, N. J., and con- 
tinued in that occupation until he had 
worked out his invention sufficiently to 
interest men who could help him both 
financially and witb congress. In the yean) 
immediately following he met with in- 
numerable disappointments. Over and 
over again be encountered obstacles which 
would have discouraged any one with lew 
enthusiasm* than himself. It was the dis- 
cipline of these early disappointments that 
gate him th« 'even ness of temper for which 
he has since become noted among those 
with whom he comes in contact. 


Holland Is » JP*llo«oph«r. 


His capacity to smile in any and all oir- 


cumstanoeg apd to remain unruffled when 
many another man would be driven into a 
howling rage have had much to do with 
his progress to date. Some 16 or 1? years 
ago be completed a submarine boat which 
was able to swim under water all right, 
but whleb, for certain reasons, was not 
accepted by the government. This must 
have been a severe blow, but be did not 
make it manifest even to bis closest inti- 
mates. He accepted the situation philoso- 
phically, recognized the boat's defects and 
said simply that there was only One thing 
to do. and that was to begin all over 
again. 


Straightway he did begin ovep again, 


and those who know him beat believe that 
should the present boat finally fail from 
any came he will give utterance to DO 
more pronounced verbal regrets than "It's 
too bad, but It oftb't be helped," after 
which ha will again begin experimental 
work and punrae it with the same patient 
persistence that hat hitherto marked his 
course.

Under the dou- 
blo stimulation of probable war with Spain 
and the interest rivalry of its sort that 
has ovor been witnessed here the sales of 
papers are unpreoedentedly largo, but The 
Journal Is unquestionably In tbe lead not 
only in the number of "war extras" is- 
euftfl daily, but also in gross circulation. 


Mr. Pulitzer's move in securing the 


services of Fred Van Benthuysen of Chi- 
cago was not made, as has often been re- 
ported, because he failed to repose confi- 
dence in Bradford Merrill, The World's 
managing editor for the past few years, 
but because In the circumstances it wai 
plainly necessary to increase the staff, and 
that being the ease it Was obviously wist 
to add AS strong a man as could possibly 
be obtnlood. 


Tho conduct of The World from day to 


day differs vastly from that of The Jour- ( 
nal. Its proprietor devotes practically all 
his energies to the paper, spends much oi 
bis tlmo in its office and personally decides 
every important question as it comes up. 
Mr. Pulitzer's health Is so poor that he 
cannot do this. While he blocks out the 
jTenernl policy of The World he is unable 
to visit Us offica often or even to live In 
New Tort, and therefore matters that 
must bo settled at once are attended to 
daily by a council composed of various de- 
partment heads, including the managing - 
editors of tbe morning and evening edi- ' 
tlons, tho business manager, the publisher, 
the superintendent of circulation, the Sun- 
day editor, etc. This council has supreme 
power and by a majority vote can override 
the plans of any of its members even with 
regard to his own department. 
« The rumor that Ms. Pulitzer proposes 
putting the price of The World back to 2 
cents and abandoning the fight for the 
largest circulation in the United States 


, has been persistent for a week or two, but

THB BUSINESS SITUATION. 


A waiting state of things always hinders 


business to some extent, remarks Dun's 
commercial review for the past week. 
With more than $34,000,000 gold received 
or on its way since the Maine disaster 
happened, with large bank reserves and 
Constantly rising treasury reserve, no 
stringency in money, bank 
clearances 


nearly seven per cent, larger than in 1892, 
and failures SO per cent, less than in 1897 
and 52 per cent, below 1892, there is not 
much ground for panic, even if war is de- 
clared. War reports come every day and 
yet the average price of stocks is $53.08 as 
against $53.20 two weeks ago. 


Railroad earnings thus far ia March are 


18.7 per cent, larger than last year for the 
same, period, and 8 per cent, ahead of 
lc>92. Bastbound freight shipments are 
nearly double the tonnage of either 1897 
or 1892. It is difficult to take any dismal 
view of business when the nation is sur- 
passing all records in marketing products. 
Atlantic exports of whe»t are nearly doa- 
ble and Pacific exports nearly five times 
What they were last year. 


Cotton has fallen a sixteenth in spite of 


heavy exports and wool has been yield- 
ing, by reason of large stocks ou hand and 
in prospect. Some prints are weaker, but 
ginghams are firm. Print cloths are the 
lowest on record, while the better grades 
of dress goods are sold far ahead. The 
heaviest sales of boots and shoes ever 
known continue, the only complaints 
coining from manufacturers who do not 
accept the recent prices. 


The iron and steel industry is more fully 


employed than ever before in its history, 
and the prices are advancing. The de- 
mand for structural iron for the three 
months is 80 per cent, larger than in the 
first quarter of any previous year, indi- 
cating an Immense increase in building, 


For the past three weeks failures 


amount to only {5,750,804, as against |8,- 
008,712 last year, ?U,383,614 in 1898,111 ,- 
271,121 in 1895 and flO.081,991 in 1894. 
Despite war possibilities, yes probabili- 
ties, then, all real business is advancing 
aud is ia a most encouraging and healthy 
condition. Speculative business only is 
quiet and uncertain.

SENATOR PROCTOR'S TAIK ON CUBA 


Walter Wellman Telia Why Newspaper 


Correspondent! In Cuba Are Discredited 
»nd It Takes United States Senators to 
Confirm Their Statements. 


WASHINGTON, March 88.—[Special. 1— 


During the last ten days the United States 
senate has heard three remarkable speeches 
on the Cuban question. The first and 
most important of these addresses was 
that of Senator Proctor of Vermont, though 
the efforts of Senators Gallinger and 
Thurston attracted much attention. It is 
a queer fact that the speaker with least 
claim to powers of oratory or ability to 
make a pleasing statement was by far the 
most impressive. Senator Thurston is an 
orator.

He massed his facts in martial array, 
charged down the line with glittering rhet- 
oric and literally swept everything before 
him.

Bat neither of these eloquent speeches 


produced one-half as much effect upon the 
senate and the country as the cold, calm, 
matter of fact statement made by Mr. 
Prootor. The Vermont senator is a typical 
Yankee. He refuged to get excited about 
anything. Ho told his story in the sim- 
plest possible language. Moreover, he read 
it from typewritten sheets, and read it, 
too, in a droning sort of voice, without the 
slightest effoit at gesture or emphasis. 


But he was exceedingly effective. Men 


said to one another that here at last was 
an observer who had not permitted his 
sympathies to run away with bis reason; 
that here was a narrator who needed only 
facts for his story. The effey^ upon the 
senate and the country was unmistakable. 
This speech prepared the way for interven- 
tion by this government. It made it im- 
possible for the American people to permit 
the dreadful condition of affairs in Cuba 
to continue much longer. It clinched the 
arguments made by those who havearguer! 
the United States had a duty to perform 
in Cuba, and that this was a duty which 
could not be much longer negated.

Bnt when the 
history of the great movement by which 
Cuba won her freedom is written in his- 
tory it will be set down that the island 
secured her independence through the pens 
of American journalists who forced the 
truth upon senators, president, congress 
and country.

Duqueth, however, jumped at him and 
as he did so Pratt fired. The bullet 
struck Duqueth in the heart, and he died 
almost instantly. 


There were a number of witnesses of | 


the affair, and from them Judge Batholo- 
mew learned enough to justify the re- 
lease of Pratt. The young man had two 
ribs broken and suffered severe wounds 
on the head. There will be a hearing on 
the shooting on Wednesday. Duqueth 
was 35 years old and leaves a widow and 
four children.

A GRUESOME" CARGO. 


Newfoundland Sealer Arrive* at It* Hove 


tort With Twenty-Five Corpse* 


St. John's, N. F., March 28.—The seal- 


Ing steamer Qrwnland, which put into 
Bay de Verte Saturday night with a 
•tory of terrible disaster to her crew on 
Wednesday and Thursday while among 
the Ice float In search ot seals, arrived 
here Sunday afternoon. She reports 25 
men dead, U mining and, 86 so fearfully 
frostbitten that about 80 of them will 
lose their limbs. The colony Is aghast 
at the magnitude of the, disaster. Al- 
ready a relief fund has been started to 
assist the relatives of the deceased. 


The Greenland set tall from this 


port about the first of March on her 
fateful Toyage. She was commanded 
by Captain George Barbour, and carried 
a crew of nearly 800 hunters. The 
steamer proceeded northward with the 
rest of the s*a|lng 'fleet, but after a 
couple of days she diverged on a separate 
track. She reached the hunting grounds 
not long after. All went well until Tues- 
day last. Seals were quickly encoun- 
tered and several good packs were se- 
cured. Tuesday morning the hunters 
left the ship about 7 o'clock as usual. 
The lookout in the crowsnest reported 
seals plentiful around them. The men 
were clad in light clothing, for the 
slaughtering of seals Is exhaustive work. 
They wandered far from the shelter of 
the ship. A gale and a raging snow- 
storm shut them out from view. The 
floe parted and they drifted away from 
the steamer. Many of them drifted to 
certain death. Long ere the storm sub- 
sided many of the unfortunate felloes 
had succumbed to the terrible cold and 
exposure. Those who did not were ter- 
ribly frostbitten and suffered excruciat- 
ing pain. 


The long night passed, but morning 


brought no help, for the storm still raged 
and the atmosphere was thick with snow 
driven before the gale. Snow continued 
nearly all day, and the evening brought 
no cessation to the high wind. Another 
night, one which seemed to the helpless, 
drifting sufferers who still lived a thou- 
sand times longer than the first, waa 
passed in untold agony. Some of the 
victims had already given up hope and 
In despair lay down and died, and every 
hour witnessed at least two deaths on 
that awful night on the floe. Toward 
morning the storm subsided and clear 
weather enabled the survivors to see 
that tho Greenland was not far away, 
searching for the missing. 


The steamer bore down on the drifting 


Ice, 
which had by this time separated 


into a number of sections, and began the 
work of picking up the bodies of the 
dead and the half lifeless bodies of the 
living. Twenty-five corpses were taken 
on board that morning, but 23 men were 
still missing and, though the search was 
continued all through the day, no more 
were recovered. Thursday night the 
Greenland headed for shore, reaching 
Bay De Verde Saturday, proceeding 
thence to St. John's with her ghastly 
cargo and dread tidings. Most of the 
hunters who met this awful fate on the 
treacherous floes are married men with 
large families, who are thus deprived 
of all visible means of support. Ca- 
lamitous happenings of -this nature are 
frequent among those who follow the 
hazardous precarious hunting in those 
dread north seas, but seldom has a 
steamer returned with such a tale of 
horror.

THE COWARDLY 17TH

It did not take men long to learn com- 


pany and regimental drill after being 
called into the field by the outbreak of 
civil War, and it was only a question of 
weeks when every soldier knew bow to 
take care of himself in camp. It was 
grand material for an army—farmers, 
miner?, mechanics, clerks, day laborers— 
men of brawn and men of pride, and snob 
wns the rush at first that the recruiting 
officers would reject a ffiftn almost on ac- 
count of nn old scar. When the row ma- 
terial was drilled and disciplined and 
hardened up, every roan was a fighter. A 
grave mistake was made by the company 
and regimental offloets in the very begin- 
ning, and, though rectified in most in- 
stances b6fOr<»»he year was out, gross in- 
justice bad been done to thousands of 
brave men. 


There was but one officer in the Fourth 


infantry wb<> started in right. He was 
ridiculed and burlesqued for months, but 
time proved bis Sagacity and brought him 
his promotion. Ho Was the captain of 
Compnny G, and his very first toove was 
to know every roan in. his command by 
name 
His nest was 9L study each man 


by himself. Company G was made up of 
all sorts of men, from the sturdy farmer 
of 40 to the boy of SO who bad always been 
coddled as a pet 
Not a man had ever 


been under fire. Not 10 ont of the 100 had 
over bad their courage tested. 
Taken al- 


together they were a fine looking body of 
men, and after Sis weeks of oampjlfe they 
showed up better than any other company. 
Most captains would have been proud and 
satisfied and boasted a little. Captain 
White was simply pleased. Camp life was 
but the picnic preceding war. There would, 
be long marches, and he went at it to 
toughen his men. Every day, rain or shine, 
they marched in squads for BO many miles. 
They wero taught the easiest step; their 
loads were gradually increased; their feet 
were hardened by degrees. 


When the Seventeenth was brigaded 


•with us, everybody spoke in praise of its 
etr.Jwart rank and filo. No better material 
could have been found in America. A 
couple of weeks, however, showed the col- 
onel to be an egotist and a drunkard, and 
few of the regimental or company ofScers 
seemed anxious to give him credit. One 
day the Seventeenth came out to relieve 
the Fourth on the outpost duty. Not a 
man of them bad ever fired his musket, 
not a man had ever seen a Confederate, 
not a mnn bad heard the ping of a bullet. 
Companies were detached to cover a long 
front and to guard a bridge and a railroad 
crossing. At roidafternoon 100 Confeder- 
ate cavalry, divided into squads of 86, at- 
tacked four fnll companies of the Seven- 
teenth at about the saine moment. One 
discharge of carbines, Billowed by a yell, 
did the business In each instance. 
The 


same 100 cavalry then fell upon the reserve 
of the Seventeenth a ad routed 600 men at 
a dash. One thousand men were beaten, 
routed and disgraced by 100, and all be- 
cause the officers hod not coached them. 
Just a week later 50 men out of Company 
G fought; 450 Confederates for an hour and 
prevented them f-om burning a bridge. 


That was tbo beginning of the hoodoo of 


the Seventeenth. It bad disgraced itself 
and disgraced tho brigade, and nothing 
short of a gallant fight would restore its 
prestige. Tho officers cursed the men for 
cowards and skulks, and tho men lost con- 
fidence in themselves. Two weeks after 
its disgraceful rout five companies were 
Bent ont at night to drive a score of Con- 
federate sharpshooters out of an old mill 
arid take possession. The major In com- 
mand had scarcely been seen by any of the 
men before. 
He hardly knew one of the 


captains by name. He swaggered and 
commanded, and the 600 marched out. 


Companies would have marched in open 


order, ready to support each other. The 
major bad no sense. Bo marched his 600 
in a solid body, with a tramp to be heard 
a mile away. The sharpshooters beard the 
tramp of Infantry, inspected what was 
coming, and 15 of them went into ambush 
along the road and at a proper moment 
opened fire. In five minutes the five com- 
panies were defeated and flying back to 
camp,' leaving a score of dead and wound- 
ed in the enemy's hands. Officers and 
men made a foot race of it, and as they 
came streaming into camp the brigadict 
hunted out tho major and shouted at him: 


"By God, sir, but you are a contempti- 


ble coward, sir, and this is another dis- 
grace on the brigade! If you don't put 
your resignation in my hands within half 
an hour, I'll horsewhip you out of camp I" 


The major compiled and was glad to get 


out, and nest (lay the colonel followed 
suit. New officers were appointed, and to 
them tbo brigadier said: 


"Gentlemen, tho Seventeenth has got ai 


good fighting blood as there is in this 
army, but it has disgraced the brigade. 
Go at it and work your men up. If yon 
handle them right, they will fight; if yon 
let them smirch the reputation of this 
brigade again, I'll hold you personally re- 
sponsible!"

inn up" business, but how was it done?

and 98 prisoners. Then the brigadier said 
to the new colonel of the Seventeenth: 


"Think of that, sir! Qo to Captain 


. White and learn howtobandlsyourmenl" 


But the colonel would have resigned 


first. He called hlsoffloars together and 
MM they must givs the men double drill, 
and that In the nettflghtthey might shoot 
down any man who tried to make a bolt 
of it. And the captains got their respective 
companies out on the parade ground and 
looked savage and swelled out their cherts 
and shouted: 


"You are a laughingstock in this bri- 


gade 1 You have had two or three chances 
to win glory, but you have run away like 
beaten curs. In our next fight I will 
shoot tho man who even turns pale." 


And every private in every company re- 


membered that when he ran away he fol- 
lowed his three officers and was not able 
to overtake them. A month later, at 9 
D'clook one summer morning, the Second 
brigade swung into battle line on tho loft 
center. It stretched across a cotton field, 
with its right and left connecting in the 
woods. The fight began far above us. 
That meant waiting, and it IB the waiting 
that makes cowards of brave men. Down 
the lines of the Fourth, Seventh and 
Twelfth went the company officers, and 
when they reached a white faced private 
whose musket was trembling in bis graep 
and whoso chin was a-qulver they laid a 
band on his shoulder and whispered in hie 
ear: 


"Come, Tom, but you want to brace up. 


That's a h—1 of a racket np there, but it's 
mostly all noise. We'll have the enemy in 
front of us pretty soon, and we'll go for 
him heavy. Can't scare us with their 
bluffing, old man. I'll bet dollars to cents 
you'll win the stripes of a corporal in this 
fight." 


Those few words braced Tom and the 


other men up like a drink of brandy, and 
pretty soon they began joking and were 
all right 
Over in the Seventeenth it was 


different, however. The officers were at 
the regulation distance in rear of the lines, 
and the men had nobody to brace them 
np. To talk to each othtff made matters 
worse. We Were quite prepared for what 
happened. Of a sudden the enemy opened 
fire on our front with artiltery, and as the 
first shell exploded in the ranki of the 
Seventeenth the full thousand men broke 
back like a flock of frightened sheep. A 
second ehell completed the business, and 
there was a stampede which carried them 
a mile to the rear. A few of the officers 
tried to stop the rash, but most of them 
went with the men. We lengthened our 
lines to fill the gap nntil another regiment 
was brought np, and we saw no more of 
the Seventeenth until next day. Then tho 
officers of the regiment were paraded and 
the major general said to them: 


"I know the blstoty of the Seventeenth 


since its first skirmish. You are a dis- 
grace to your state, to the army and to 
yourselves 
I shall recommend that the 


regiment be wiped ont of esistence!" 


On the morning that tho order of dis- 


bondment arrived the officers were ordered 
to report at headquarters for instructions 
The Seventeenth was in charge of a senior 
captain, and some of the companies had 
no higher officer than a second lieutenant. 
All except two or three were at headquar- 
ters, ten miles away, when a Confederate 
column which had cut loose and marched 
by night through flold and forest, burst 
out of the woods upon the campa of the 
detachments along the rner. The sur- 
prise was complete, and w.thout a check 
the enemy swept along down tho stream. 
At tbe first sounda of battle the men of the 
Seventeenth turned out of their tents. 
There were no officers to give them orders. 
They had always run away. They were a 
pack of cowards. A few had already start- 
ed to move off when there came the thun- 
der of hoofs from the west and a woman 
rode into camp. • No man of the Seven- 
teenth had ever seen her before, and to 
this day her identity has not been estab- 
lished.

Up the road crowded with white faced 


fugitives, and yet never a man of the Sev- 
' enteenth fell out The guns boomed and 
thundered and tbe musketry volleyed, but 
never a man of tbe Seventeenth lagged.

Tiere 1* tittle or Ko Proof That They 


Are Transmitted. 


A group of ladies and gentlemen who 


had listened to a paper on a science sub- 
ject in a private parlor cornered a. person 
addicted to science to settle a disputed 
question. He did no* think acquired traits 
are ever transmitted. 


"There are one legged men enough in 


this country to support several cork leg 
establishments, yet never has the child o) 
• one legged man bean born with less than 
two. Certain characteristics of tbe parent 
the child may have. It may be a comical 
ly exact reproduction. Always, howeve^ 
r it is tbe natural and not tbe acquired pe 
: culiarities of tbe parent or other ancestci 


i that it shows. Hence Professor Welssman 


argues that acquired qualities or cbarao 
terlBtlcs are nover transmitted. 


"The operations of the laws of heredity 


are strange enough. A child may not re- 
semble either parent, but it may be an ex- 
act likeneas of a remote ancestor. That 
has been a source ot scundal at times. A 
Baltimore man, a man of wealth, married 
a beautiful sowing girl. When a blaok 
child was born to her, there was trouble. 
Then it was revealed that her mother wai 
a mulatto. There is an older case exactly 
like It. A Greek married a fair slave girl, 
and when she gave birth to a black child 
her blood was traced back to an African. 


"There are persons Who think that if a 


man makes himself, say, a great linguist 
his children will bo more likely to have 
the gift of tongues. They think the chil- 
dren born to a parent after he has become 
dissipated are more liable than the chil- 
dren born earlier to inherit a taste for 
drink. These things Weissman denies. In 
the first caw the children may have tl;« 
father's aptitude for languages, bat not 
the stronger because he used it. In the 
other eaa» tbe children may have tbe par- 
ent's disposition that led him to drink, 
bnt not tbfe stronger because it waa in- 
dulged. 


"Mir. Herbert Spencer regards the ques- 


tion wbethet any acquired traits are ever 
inherited as a great matter, bnt he has not 
made np his opinion yet. He is not pre- 
pared to combat the* new theory. 


"Tbe 
long accepted theory bas never 


been quite satisfactory. It leaves so much 
unaccounted for. If acquired qnalities are 
Inherited, tie world ought to be crowded 
with greatness. Yet it is notorious that 
few great men leave sons M groat. Al- 
though education is within the reach oi 
all and the methods ot education are the 
product of otnturiesof exporiente, Shakes- 
peoree and Mil tons and Napoleons «re not 
common yet. 


"On tbe other band, we might expect a 


ateady Increase of drunkards if acquired 
propensities are transmitted. As a mnttet 
of fact, there is much less drunkennesa 
than there was half a century ago, al- 
though tbe pressure of modern life and an 
irritable condition of the nerves are cal- 
culated to" promote dissipation. 


"The later doctrine does not deny th« 


Importance of heredity. It does not makt 
It less Important for the parent to lead an 
upright and careful life, sincb bis children 
are influenced by his example, though they 
do not inherit his mental and physical ac- 
quisitions as they may MB property.

ACQUIRED TRAITS. 


THE HOSPITAL SERVICE WOULD BE 


ALL IMPORTANT IN CASE OF WAR. 


It* Organization Briefly DeaerilMd—How 


Ita Member* Arc Grated—Method of 
Entering Steward*—Important New Kef- 
olatlon*—A Oorreipondent'a Work. 


NEW TOEr, Marob Z J —[Special.]—The 


field hospital service would be an exceed- 
ingly important department in a war that 
should inoludo land operations of any 
magnitude. In case of a war conducted 
chiefly by tbo navy tbe corresponding serv- 
ice would of course be performed on board 
ship, though no doubt one or more ambu- 
lance or hospital ships would be provided, 
which would be fitted out with every pos- 
sible appliance for relieving the sufferings 
of the sick and tbe wounded and on which 
a corps of skillful physicians and surgeons 
would be employed. 


Even in time of peace and with our lit- 


tle band of soldiers the army hospital 
corps is an affair of much greater magni- 
tude than is generally supposed. It in- 
cludes ISO boppttal stewards, 75 acting 
hospital stewards and 600 privates. The 
privates serve as nurses. Tbe stewards act 
as apothecaries, besides supervising tbe 
preparation and serving of food for those 
who are under the doctors' and surgeons' 
care. 


Tbe examination that must be passed by 


the applicant for a place as hospital stew- 
ard is a severe one. He must show not 
only that be understands the technical 
management of a hospital, but also that he 
can control man, since sick and wounded 
soldiers are sometimes very difficult to 
get along With; be must know all about 
the principles and practice of first aid to 
the wounded; be roust understand the ele- 
ments of cooking and tbe medicinal effects, 
so to speak, of different foods; he must 
not he entirely ignorant of surgery; be 
must know how to give an&esthetles; he 
must be capable of pulling teeth, and of 
course the compounding of prescriptions 
must be a specialty with him. 


To Enter tbe Hotpltol Service. 


One who enlists in tbe hospital service 


mnst begin as a private, though promo- 
tion may come speedily in case be shows 
ability. Be mnst be unmarried and be- 
tween the ages of 16 and So. The service 
offers tbe most desirable situations to en- 
listed men in all tbe United States army. 
The pay is small,_but lodging, rations, 
clothing and bedding—all the necessaries 
of life—go with it, so that tbe money re- 
ceived is really just so tnuoh in excess of 
tbe actual cost of living. 


The drilling of the hospital corps goes 


on in tiine of peace as regularly and as 
systematically as the drilling of tbe sol- 
diers in the ranks. Its mem hers go through 
with all tbe operations of caring for the 
wounded on tbe field, carrying them to the 
rear, improvising splints, bandages and 
the like, some of tbe privates acting the 
part of the injured and lying on the ground 
while others attend to their supposititious 
needs. Those who are understood to re- 
quire immediate aid are marked by con- 
spieudus colored badges, pinned to their 
clothing before they afb carried to the rear. 
Of course surgeons act in connection with 
the hospital corps men, each surgeon being 
attended by a private who serves as an or- 
derly and carries a canteen filled with wa- 
ter, a knife and a pouch furnished with 
forceps, scissors, needles, thread, a candle, 
antiseptic bandages, ammonia, a tourni- 
quet, adhesive plaster and other accessories. 


Recent Improvements In the Service. 
Within a comparatively sbort time tbe 


war department bas taken a step that will 
be of great advantage to tbe wounded in 
case of war. According to an order recent- 
ly issued, all first and second lieutenants 
are expected to take some instruction con- 
cerning first aid to the injured from tbe 
surgeons and are in turn expected to give 
up some hours every week to the instruc- 
tion of noncommissioned officers and pri- 
vates. 


By tbe workings of this regulation every 


member of the United States military 
service below tbe rank of captain will be 
able to render assistance to the surgeons, 
and this will •undoubtedly tend greatly to 
lesson mortality among the wounded. No 
such system was in vogue on either side 
during the civil war, and thousands were 
allowed to bleed to death upon tbo field 
who could have been saved under the con- 
ditions it is now sought to bring about. 
Tbo national guard of the state of New 
York and doubtless that of some of tho 
other states also have been equipped with 
complete "first aid" outfits that are in 
many respects similar to those used by the 
hospital corps of the regular nrmy. 


Application for admittance to the hos- 


pital corps should be addressed to tbe sur- 
geon general of tbe army at Washington. 
Testimonials as to character and knowl- 
edge of all tbe requirements enumerated 
earlier in this letter should accompany the 
application. 


Evolution of at War Correspondent.

recently received in this city from Cuba 
and Key West have borne the signature of 
W. S. Quigley and have been printed in 
Tbe Mail and Express. 


Mr. Quigley is very well known among 


the working newspaper men of New York 
as a veteran marine reporter, and in tbe 
opinion of many who have worked beside 
him he is easily entitled to rank as tbe 
best man In town in his particular branch 
of newspaper effort.

place records of routine events, has never 
lost its individuality or its freshness, and 
ho has been noted cs a man who rarely or 
never lets slip a good piece of news.

Mountain club has just completed its 
annual snowshoe trip to the White 
mountains. The club is the oldest or- 
ganization of mountain climbers in the 
United States. It was organized in 1S76, 
reorganized in 1878, and by a special 
act of the legislature of Massachusetts 
in 1894 it was empowered to hold moun- 
tain and forest lands and historic sjtes. 


The club has its headquarters in 


Boston, and the special object of its 
solicitude is the White mountains, but 
it extends its protecting arm over all 
New England's mountains and labors 
to preserve them from the hands of the 
vandal. 
Incidentally it 
encourages 


mountain climbing and general pedes- 
trianism among its members, and its 
"club walks" occur weekly. During the 
winter season the snowshoe section has 
charge of its programmes. There is a 
very lively interest in snowshoeing in 
New England. 


The club has a membership—honor- 


ary, corresponding and contributing— 
of more than 1,000. Its honorary mem- 
bership includes some of the most em- 
inent foreign and American scientists 
and mountain climbers—Archibald Gei- 
kie of London, Albert Hein of Zurich, 
J. Scott Keltie of London, Major J. W. 
Powell of Washington, Joseph Le Conte 
of Berkeley, Cal.; A. E. Nordenskjold 
of Stockholm, A. R. C. Selwyn of Otta- 
wa and Vittorio Sella of Biella, Italy. 
Mr. Sella was the collector of 500 pho- 
tographs of Alpine and Caucasian 
mountain views which were bought by 
the club in 1893 and which have been 
exhibited sines in Washington, Phila- 
delphia, New York and other cities. 


The list of corresponding members of 


the club includes the principal scien- 
tists of the geological survey and the 
chief members of the Geographical so- 
ciety at Washington and many other 
well known men. In the active list are 
many names identified with Harvard, 
Tufts college, the Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology, Wellesley college 
and the Massachusetts Historical so- 
ciety. 
The first president of the club was 


Professor E. C. Pickering of the Cam- 
bridge observatory. Professor Charles E. 
Fay of Tufts college, one of the most 
active of the club's members, has been 
president twice, and other distinguished 
names in the list of ex-presidents are 
Thomas W. Hlg-ginson, Edward E. Hale 
and A. 6. Parsons. 


ThQ club has fine quarters on the 
tenth floor of the Tremont building, 
overlooking Boston Common and the 
Back Bay district. It has got together 
a good library of mountain literature 
and keeps on file the publications of 
geographical and Alpine societies in all 
parts of the world. It holds monthly 
meetings, at which papers are read by 
Its members, and these papers are pub- 
lished in the club's magazine, Appa- 
lachla. The club has published also 
"Mountaineering In Colorado" and "The 
Land of the Cliff Dwellers," by F. H. 
Chapin, and a number of maps and 
charts. 


The membership of the club is made 


up in large part of women, and they are 
represented usually, in the club's excur- 
sions. Even the snowshoe section has 
many women members. 


The snowshoe section has taken a 


number of short trips near Boston this 
winter. On the 2d of February 4* mem- I 


From this point they drove 12 miles to 
Waterville, where they took up their 
quarters in a big hotel and gave up 
eight days to sport. 


Snowshoeing is not play. The ther- 


mometer was near the zero mark much 
of the time. The old hotel is primitive 
in the matter of heat, few of its rooms 
being provided with stoves. All of the 
days were spent in the open air.

They carry with 
them into camp the simplest outfits. 
Strong, rough clothing, thick soled 
boots or shoes, sweaters and flannel 
shirts, woolen caps and leather belts 
are the chief features of these climbing 
costumes. Staff in hand and tin cup at 
belt, they leave the camp early in the 
morning for long tramps, sometimes re- 
maining for the night on top of one of 
the mountains and returning on the 
following day. Mount Washington has 
a very excellent hotel, and there are 
smaller hotels at a lower level scat- 
tered all through the region of the fa- 
mous Presidential range. No cummer 
experience Is complete without a night 
on Mount Washington and a view of 
the glorious sunset and sunrise.

The 
skirt is short, and the sensible shoes are 
not supplemented by the Interfering 
legging, but are worn oyer thick woolen 
stockings.
